Cirkovic’s 
eighth 
success 


Despite offers from other clubs, coach Cedo 
Cirkovic is “99 per cent” sure that he'll stay with 
Fawkner next year. 


“I think they want me to stay,” Cirkovic said with typical 
understatement. “‘I'll talk to the comittee when I come back from 
Yugoslavia." 

Cirkovic will return to his homeland for a holiday after the last 
game of the season, against Box Hill at Wembley Park. 

He joined Fawkner at the start of the year, after a long associ- 
ation with Footscray J.U.S.T., and what a profound effect he has 
had on the players! 

Cirkovic has a solid background as a top player with Sloboda in 
Yugoslavia and of course with J.U.S.T., he is a strong man who 
commands respect, yet he is also a thorough gentleman. Players 
perform for him because they feel they owe it not only to the club 
and to themselves, but also to their coach. 

He believes in attractive, skilful football — the sort of game 
J.U_S.T. played in its prime. As a result, Fawkner has been clear- 
ly the most skilful and hence the most successful team in First 
Division. 

But successful coaching depends partly on the foundations 
laid by the club and its previous coaches. Fawkner always has 
been a stable club with a stable team, and its past coaches include 
former national and State coach Tony Boggi (Juventus) and more 
recently, Mike Lynn (ex-Albion Rovers, Wilhelmina, Croydon). 

It is Cirkovic however, who has inspired the most successful 
season in Fawkner's history. Says club president Greg Schipano: 
““Cedo hs created a tremendous atmosphere among the players. 
He has kept them together, as good friends on and off the field, 

ae he certainly knows what you need to be successful in foot- 

zCirkovic, 48, led J.U.S.T. to seven league and Cup wins as club 
coach between 1972 and 1981, and also played in the 1969 team that 
won the State League title. In 1971 he answered an SOS by strugg- 








‘ling Heidelberg-Alexander and, as player-coach, saved the club 


from relegation. 

He is a firm believer in young, local talent. It is under Cirkovic 
that Mendo Ristovski, Joe Picioane, Joe Palinkas, John Nicolai- 
des, Zoran Ilioski and others flourished in top soccer. 

When he came to Fawkner as Mike Lynn's replacement, 
Cirkovic knew only the Sabidussi brothers because they had 
played for Juventus, and Tony Schipano whom he had wanted to 
buy for J.U.S T. a few years earlier. 

“I picked a team and then slowlv, one by one, I changed a few 
positions,"* he says. 

“T conducted my normal training, the same as the training we 
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>.” 
Cedo Cirkovic 
had at J.U.S.T. — always with the ball and I think the team work 
got better and better. 
“We've been playing our very best soccer in the past couple of 


weeks and I believe if we stick to the same methods, we will 
imrpove even more. 


“T ask the players to keep the ball down, push it around and 
hold possession, like they do in European soccer. They enjoy it 
and of course I enjoy it too. 

“The players are a pleasure to work with. We have a warm, 
family atmosphere, everyone gives 100 per cent and I am proud of 
every one of them. Over the whole year, maybe four players have > 
missed a training session — that's all. They always get there on 
time, they’re fantastically keen and the discipline is no worries.” 

But Cirkovic will not talk about players individually. 

“It would be unfair of me to praise one more than the other,” 
he says. ‘Our success is due to every single player in the squad — 
not one more than another — and it is due also to every com- 
mitteeman and to all our supporters."’ 

Cirkovic confirmed that he would like to add two more players 
to his squad for Fawkner’s first State League season. He stresses 
however that they must be local players. 

One of them is likely to be Joe Picioane, the former J.U.S.T. 
player who quit Marconi this year. He came back to play for Faw- 
kner on loan but was unable to because of a back injury. >. 

“I think Pici is getting better now, and I hope he'll be OK for 
next year,”’ Cirkovic said. x

with his left foot after beating 
the opposing right-back follow- 
ing a long forward run. The 
sight of Willcock storming 
down the left and calling for 
the ball has become a familiar 
one at Rapid’s games. 

Both Oakes and Willcock 
have a lot of soccer left in 
them. They have much still to 
contribute. This can only be 
good news for both Rapid and 
Tasmania.
